SERIOUS RIOTING. 


Cleveland Car Employees Attack Non- 
Union Men and Three Are Injured. 

Cleveland, June 16. — While the 
sixth day of the street railway men’s 
strike started peacefully enough, there 
was serious rioting before night and 
three non-union men were taken to the 
hospitals in consequence. The trouble 
began shortly after noon, near the 
Lakeview car barns on Euclid avenue. 
A crowd gathered and attacked a car 
on which several non-union men were 
riding without police protection. A 
volley of stones and bricks was hurled 
at the car and the conductor was haul- 
ed from the platform, when he fired a 
revolver into the air and took to his 
heels. The mob then assaulted some 
of the other non-union men on the car, 

injuring them quite severely, but the 
rioters had disappeared when the police 
arrived. 

Soon afterwards another car was at- 
tacked, and a Ititle later a third car 
was stopped by a crowd of men which 
had been concealed in bushes at the 
side of the street. Fifteen or twenty 
men boarded the car and a desperate 
fight ensued between them and the con- 
ductor and motorman, both of whom 
came from Buffalo. Both men were 
chased from the car. About 5.30 a car 
was stopped by a crowd of men who 
began to hurl bricks and stones. Both 
the conductor and moterman were dis- 
abled.

Brockville, June 16.—The grand 
jury is making their presentment to 
County Judge Macdonaldyesterday com- 
mented on the strike at some length, in 
the course of their remarks the jury- 
men said: ‘‘The desire to increase 
the dividends of the shareholdcrs in an 
institution is but a poor answer to a 
man, who having worked faithfully 
for years finds the remuneration offered 
him inadequate for the support of him- 
self and his family. If there be no law 
compelling large corporations, especial- 
ly railway companies, to deal equit- 
ably with their employees, legislation 
should be introduced and carried 
through having that purposse in view. 
The grand jury sincerely hope the Do- 
minion government will bring about a 
just settlement between the employees 
and employers in the matter of the 
Grand Trunk strike, and will take 
such measures as will preclude the pos- 
sibility of the recurrence of anything 
which is so calculated to shake the con- 
fidence of the public in their means of 
transport throughout the country. 


Brutal Lynching. 


New Orleans, La., June 16.—Ed- 
ward Gray, a negro, arrested in St. 
John parish about «a year ago, with 
Chas. Marrelle, another negro, charged 
with a series of burglaries, was lynched 
yesterday, after having been released 
by the authorities because there was 
no evidence against him. Since his 
confinement Gray has been very sick. 
When released he started for the home 
of his friends in the parish of St. 
Peter. He made his way as far as the 
reserve, where his strength gave out. 
Chas. Thibodeaux gave the negro a 
blanke< and allowed him to sleep on 
the porch of an outhouse. During the 
night a mob crossed the river and tak- 
ing Gray from where he rested, hanged 
him to atree. The lynching is bitter- 
ly denounced, and today Judge Ross in- 
stzucted the grand jury of the parish 
to make every effort to bring the guilty 
parties to justice..

A Texas Cioudburst. 


St. oLuis, M., June 16.—A_ special 
from San Antonia says: <A cloudburst

OOH PAUL SPEAKS. 


KRUGER TELLS HIS TROUBLES 
TO THE TRANSVAAL RAAD. 


Did Not Want War, but Would Not 
Relinquish Anything—Conclasion 
of the British Officers’ Trial. 


’ Pretoria. June 15.—The volksraad 
has resolved to accept President Krna- 
ger’s franchise proposals and refer 
them to the people before putting them 
into operation. President Kruger “in 
thanking the raad, said that in these 
troublesome times they could not know 
what was going %o happen. England 
had not made even one little concession 
and he could not give more. He re- 
minded the raad that Germany had al- 
ways stood by them. War, he asserted, 
he did not want, but he would not re- 
linguish anything more. 

The trial of alleged former British 
Officers who were arrested at Johannes- 
burg on May 16 last on the charge of 
high treason in having attempted to 
enroll men with a view to a rebellious 
outbreak which began here on June 9, 
terminated today. The prisoners were 
remanded. — 

Brussels, June 15.—Dr. Leyds, the 
representative in Europe of the Trans- 
vaal republic received today the follow- 
ivg conciliatory dispatch from Pre- 
toria: ‘‘The government does not make 
arbitration a condition of the conces- 
sions. It will continue to make con- 
cessions even as regards the franchise 
independently of Great Britain’s ac- 
veptance or non-acceptance of the arbi- 
tration.’’ 

London, June 15.—Though sensa- 
tional papers are making much of the 
blue book on the Transvaal negotiations 
issued last night, in which the British 
high commissioner at South Africa, Sir 
Alfred Milner, practically declared it 
beyond doubt a case for British irter- 
vention in the Transvaal. The reply 
of the secretary of state for the colon- 
ies, Mr. J. Chamberlain, to the petition 
of the Uitlanders, removes many ap- 
prehensions. The text shows it did 
not contain threats concerning which 
mapy rumors were afloat aud demon- 
strates that there is, therefore, still 
time for the disputants to arrange a 
compromise of which signs are not 
wanting. 


POINCARE SELECTED. 


Several Journals Rejoice in the Hope 
That M. Dupuy Will Never 
Hold Office Again. 

Paris, June 15.—President Loubet 
received M Poinccare this morning for 
the purpose of intrusting him with the 
task of forming a new cabinet. M. 
Poincare asked for time to deliberate, 
and will give the president a definite 
reply at 6 o'clock. 

M. Poincare had a consultation this 
afternoon with Ribot, Sarrien, Moline, 
Pytral and Brisson. 

Not a single impsrtant journal this 
morning even pretends to regret the 
disappearanc of M. Dupuy, while sev- 
eral rejoice in the hope that he will 
never hold office again. Such unani- 
mity is almost unprecedented. This 
unpopularity, however, does pot extend 
toany of his colleagues, several of 
whom, it is hoped, will have seats in 
the new ministry. 6 


A Plantation Robbed. 
Havana, June 15.—Particulars have 
been received here of an outrage by 
outlaws on a plantation at San Francis- 
co, mear Guanjay. On Sunday night 
ten men mounted and well armed, 
surrounded the house of Francisco and 
Manuel Montelongo, brothers and own- 
ers of the piantation, and demanded en- 
trance. The Montelongos opened fire, 
which the thieves returned, killing 
Francisco. They then fored an en- 
trance and carried away all the valu- 
ables, leaving Manuel bound. Last 
night a band, persumably the same 
party, attacked farms at Pepilla acd 
Serfina, where the Cuban guards drove 
them off, killing a negro named An- 
tonio Mirales. Major General Lee and 
Senor Dolz, the civil governor of Pinar 


del Rio, have been notified of the out- 


rages and asked to send troops to a 
number of small towns.

The wounded found 
tempurary asylums in the uninjured 
dwellings on either side or the path of 
the storm, where doctors and nurses 
from nearby cities and towns are doing 
heroic work without sleep or rest. As 
many as possible of the injured, whose 
chances for recovery are considered 
good, are being sent to St. Paul and 
Minneapolis, where they will have bet- 
ter care. 

Milwaukee, June 14.—The follow- 
ing telegram has been received from 
Congressman John J. Jenkins from 
New Richmond, Wis., addressed to the 
governor and the chamber of commerce: 
**The city was wiped out by the storm. 
Every business building and the con- 
tents and over half the dwellings and 
contents are a total loss. Many hun- 
dreds of dwellings and contents were 
partly injured. Forty dead bodies are 
recovered; many are missing and the 
ruins are burning. The local people 
are making heroic efforts and giving 
freely of what little they have left.

Omaha, Neb., June 14.—A_ tornado 
swuck the town of Herman, Washing- 
ton county, last night, and wrought 
fearful destruction. A conductor on 
an°ecvening train from Sioux City, 
Iowa, passed through Herman n-t long 
after the storm.

THE BUFFALO STRIKE. 


Several Handred Men Go Out in Sympa- 
thy With the Freight Handlers. 

Boffalo, June 14.—The strike on the 
docks bas extended to the coal heavers 
at the Delaware & Lackawanna chutes. 
One bundred of these men guit work 
today. The house men employed by 
the anchor line also quit work tonight. 
Tke feeling amorg the men employed 
along the dock is said to be uglier than 
atapy time during the summer, and 
the present strike is almost certain to 
extend. The different raitroad com- 
panies are bringivg in numbers of non- 
avion men to take the places of the 
strikers, and the freight contractors 
say thac there are more men inquiring 
for work than they cap use. 

A gang of between thirty and forty 
men, stevedores and freight handlers, 
tonight about 7.30 o’clock climbed 
aboard the whaleback Samuel Mather, 
which was lying at the Minnesota iron 
ore docks, and opened fire on a gang of 
about fifty iron ore handlers who were 
working in the hold of the vessel. Be- 
tween 150 and 200 shots were fired. 
John Malvyek, 30 years old, was sbot in 
the back and is not expected to recover ; 
Joseph Mark was ehot in the shoulder 
and Mike Smith received a bullet in the 
right shoulder. -The injuries of the 
two latter men are not serious. Six- 
teen of the attacking party were arrest- 
ed. The trouble was caused by the ore 
handlers referring to the freight hand- 
lers as ‘‘scabs.’’ The docks in the 
vicinity of thescene of the shooting 
are covered with policemen and uno 
further trouble is anticipated. 

Montreal, June 14.—There is noth- 
ing new with regard tothe strike of 
the G. T. R. trackmen except that the 
scene of interest bas been transferred 
to Ottawa. The Grand Trunk man- 
agement have nothing whatever to say 
respecting the situation. They claim 
that the line is being worked satisfac- 
torily. Mr. McGuigan, the general 
superintendent, is still in the west and 
the latest assurances from him are that 
the company have now more than 1,200 
trackmen at work. 


The Crisis in France. 


Paris, June 14.—The morning pa- 
pers, commenting on the fallof the 
cabinet, severely criticize the minister- 
ial career of M. Dupuy, charging him 
with leaning now to one side and now 
to another and betraying all parties, 
thus creating universal dissatisfaction. 
He was fated, they say, to fail sooner 
or later, under the conterspt excited by 
his wavering policy. The Socialists 
claim his downfall is the work of their 
party. Most of the Kepublican and 
Radica] papers say the crisis will be 
short. 

In a conversation with the Associated 
Press regarding the ministerial crnsis 
persons interviewed said President 
Loubet’s task would be most difficult 
upless he bad arranged for a new min- 
istry in advance, having foreseen the 
fall of M. Dupuy and his colleagues 
Moderate organs generally demand a 
cabinet which wil. work towards th: 
pacification of the vountry. Amen 
the pames mentioned for the furor 
ministry are Mm. Constans, Roovier 
Poincare, Waideck-Rousseau, Erisson, 
and Boorgeois.

WATER TIGHT BULKHEADS. 


They Are Net the wafeguardsa They 
Are Supposed te Be. 


It isacommon belief among all who 
bave occasion to take a sea vurnge tat 
their safety on the water is provided for 
by the careful shipowners in large measure 
by the water tight compartments with 
which all the best passenger steainships 
and al} large battleships are fitted. 

If you have never-been ona ship and 
seen how these are arranged, you will 
form awrong opinion about them at once 
It will likely occur to you that the boat is 
buiit with these bulkheads as permanent 
spaces. But tiiis is not true. A passenger 
steamer, for instance, is built in sections, 
and each of these on the several decks are 
used as cabins, saloons, etc., atid are con- 
nected by heavy iron doors. It is the clos- 
ing of these doors which completes the 
bulkhead. 

Now, it is obvious that the bulkhead 


‘cannot be any stronger than its door, just | 
as a chain is no stronger than its weakest 


link, and it is all too true that as at pres 
ent constructed these doors are dangerous 
and inefficient. 

They have been the direct and known | 
cause of the loss of many lives and many 
good ships, and, if the truth could be 
known, doubtless many a ship on the list 
of the missing and unaccounted for could 
be chargeable to faulty bulkheads. 

There are over 350 water tight doors 
and hatches on a first class battleship and 
about 300 valves and grates connected with 
ventilating, draining and flooding the 
hull and involving the safety of the ship 
It will be seen, therefore, that the system. 
atic control and operation of these de- 
vices are of no mean importance. It takes 
110‘men to look after these details alone 
in response to a collision alarm, and it has 
never been satisfactorily demonstrated yet 
that this number are equal to the emer- 
gency. 

The greatest danger that is to be met 
with at sea is ‘that of collision, and against 
this the bulkhead is the chief and only 
protection. Yet, notwithstanding this, if 
put to the test, it is doubtless the most 
vulnerable part of the ship. 


CLASSICS LOST TO US. 


Not One Work of Menander or Varre 
Remains to the Present Day. 


What with barbarism, religious intoler- 
ance and indifference, little could have re- 
mained to us of the literatures of Greece 
and Rome but for their almost inexhausti- 
ble wealth. 

Of Sappho we possess only an ode or 
two and quoted fragments. Her works 
were burned in the eleventh century, by 
order of the great Hildebrand. Addison 
says, by way of consolation, that they 
were ‘‘filled with such bewildering tender- 
ness and rapture, it might have been dan- 
gerous to give them a reading.”’ 

Of 108 comedies of Greek domestic life, 
the work of Menander, a writer whose 
field was never occupied by anybody else 
and whose purity of style Plutacrh de- 
clares to have been surpassed by Homer 
alone, not even whas may be called a 


are known to have existed until the seven- 
teenth century, when they were erased 
fron their rolls to make space for the 
works of an ecclesiastical writer. 

Of the 276 dramas of the great Greck 
tragedians, #schylus, Sophocles and Eu- 
ripides, only 32 are possessed by the world 
today. 

The brilliant Livy, to whom Macaulay, 
among moderns, is often likened, wrote 
140 volumes or rolls of his **Annals”’ of 
Rome. Of these only 35 remain to us. 

Of the 30 historical volumes of Tactitus 
we have four. 

Of Pliny the Elder, the sole great nat- 
uralist of the Roman race, but one work 
has escaped destruction. 

Varro, a Latin biographer, placed by 
common consent beside the otherwise in- 
comparable Plutarch, is totally lost to us. 

Of Cwsar’s orations, for which his con- 
temporary fame was as great as for his 
generalship or statesmanship, not one has 
been preserved.— Demorest’s Magazine.

Here is a little item culled from a pub- 
lic letter from the Yukon that gives a 
glimpse of conditions in that Territory 
so different from the generally accepted 
impressions that [I venture fo give it 
space ;—* Two miles and a half from Sel- 
kirk is a beautiful valley, and bordering 
a small lake is an experimental farina 
managed by Mr. Win. Swineheart, lately

Mr. Swineheart has had considerable 
suceess tn his gardening and farming 


operations, and last fall he cleared and 
ploughed about fifteen acres, and the 
result this vear will, 1 venture to say, 
astonish many peopie on the outside who 
imagine this to be a country of snow and 
ice only.

AN UNFORTUNATE INTERFERENCE. 
| This isa matter which for the good of 
all parties and of the country generally, 
should be kept entirely outside of politi- 
cal influences, and it is only fair to  pre- 
sume, in the absence of direct evidence 
to the contrary, that all the gentlemen 
who have been directly concerned in the

There is reason to hope, how- 
ever, that the renewed efforts of the 
Government, resumed where they had 
previously been interrupted, will speedily 
re-establish satisfactory relations. The 
insinuation made in some quarters that 
the Government brought influences to 
bear upon the railway to repudiate an 
alleged agreement entered into through 
Messrs. Taylor and Powell, in order that 
the Conservatives might nct derive bene- 
fit from the prestige success would give 
them, is so particularly absurd that it is 
not worthy further discussion here. 


THE BOUNDARY. 


The actual position of the Alaskan 
boundary dispute which was consider- 
ably mixed up last week by the ex parte 
statements from Washington as to the 
alleged demands of Canada for special 
concessions, has been rendered more 
understandable by the publication of the 
report of the proceedings by the Imperial 
Government, supplemented by Sir Wil- 
trid Laurier’s statement in the House of 
Commons. From these statements it 
has been made clear that the British 
Commissioners were desirous of submit- 
ting the whole question toa tribunal of 
arbitration, constituted exactly on the 
lines of the Venezuelan arbitration of 
three or four years ago. It appears, how- 
ever, that the Americans, 
Venezuelan Commission was constituted 
almost entirely on lines suggested by 
themselves, declined .to apply th: same 
rule in the case of the Alaskan dispute

All of 
them are taken back except those 
charged with violence and their cases 
will be beard and decided on in a few 
days. Qua«stions of compensation and 
other matters in the trackmen’s peti- 
tion will be decided in thirty days and 
will be adjudicated ‘on’ by General 
Manager Hays and a committee of five 
representing the trackmen. The work- 
men are well pleascd and Mr. Sather- 
land is being congratalated for his 
g004 work on behalf of the men. 

Toronto, June 19.—Keports from 
Montreal and Ottawa are to the effect 
that the (Girand ‘Trunk trackmen’s 
«trike 1s over, the men to go back un- 
conditionally, the management con- 
seuting to a conference with them. 
This, however, is very much like the 
Other setltement which proved abortive. 

The local members of the order say 
they will not go back and will keep the 
strike goiug until their demands are 
granted. 

Kingstou June 19.—The excitement 
occasioned by the trackmen’s strike 
had almost died out, but was givena 
fresh impetus this morniug. At two 
o’clock a switch adjacent to the King- 
steua and Pembroke railway roundhouse 
was turned, and the Grand ‘l'ronk sub- 
urban train, conveying pasgengers from 
the east to the city, rau on a side track 
running to the Queen City oil sheds. 
The tcain went along to the end, and 
then ploughed through the embank- 
ment tor a short distance, passing over 
the cuivert and letting the hind wheels 
ot the tender descend. The coach, con- 
taining 12 passengers, crasbed into the 
tendec, and nothing short of a miracle 
eaved the lives of the travellers and thy 
train hands. Fortunately, no one was 
injured, an examination of the switch 
lock was found opened and relocked be 
a switch key. The key for switch 
locks are said to be plentiful, trainmen 
being supplied with them, and in dif- 
ferent ways they fall into the hands of 
others. Grand Trunk people say it 
was the work of men used to railway 
work, as inexperienced men would 
know nothing about the working of the 
switches. Friends of the striking 
trackiwmen condemn the desperate deed 
and say it may possibly bo the work of 
sOIne Gyer zealous sympathizers over 
whom they have no control. 

Buffalo, June 19.—A secret meeting 
of representatives from the Coal Heav- 
ers’ union, the Ore Handlers, Elevator 
meu, mariue firemen, freight bandlers 
and grain shovellers, was held Satur- 
day night to consider the next step to 
be taken in un endeavor to force the 
Erie Ratiroad company to grant the de- 
mand of their freight handlers for an 
increase of wages. The situation was 
thoroughly discussed, and a proposition 
was drawn demanding the increase. 
This proposition will be submitted to 
the Erie company by a committee on 
Monday. Should the company again 
refuse to grant the increase the com- 
miftee 1s fo report back to the different 
unicus and a general strike of all men 
employed along the docks will at once 
be ordered. The meeting is said to 
have been upanimonsly in favor of this 
radical move, and as the Erie people 
have refused repeatedly to give the men 
the increase asked for the outlook for a 
settiement of the existing trouble is 
anything but promising.

MISSIONARIES KILLED. 


Details of the Death of Church Seciety 
Workers in Chia. 

Hong Kong, June 19.—It has devel- 
oped that the Rev. H. §. Phillips, Mrs. 
Phillips, and Miss Sears, missionaries 
of the Church missionary society, who 
with three native converts, were re- 
cently killed by rioters in the province 
of Ngan Hwei, had sought protection 
of the Yamen at Kien Yang. The Ya- 
mer not being strong enough to protect 
them, sent the party under escort to 
Kien Ning Fu,. but the missionaries 
were murdered on the road there. It 
is reported that the natives destroved 
also the church, parsonage and hospital 
4t Kien Ning Fu. The British consul 
is active in the matter, but the floods 
interfere with communication. 

London, June 19.—Tbe missionary 
societies here have received messages 
leaving only the faintest hope of the 
escape of Mr. and Mrs. Phillips and 
Miss Sears. The messages annonce, 
however, that the Phillips’ baby and 
its nurse, who were sent to the seaside 
for the health of the child, ave safe. 
Miss Sears had only recently arrived at 
the mission station from Australia. | 
Mr. and Mrs. Phillips were born in 
England. 


Initiative and Referendum. 


Winnipeg, June 19.—A large num- 
ber of thinkers on socialistic questions 
assembled at the Grand Opera house 
yesterday afternoon to hear an address. 
on the ‘‘initiative and referendum’’ 
movement delivered by Mr. Eltweed 
Pomeroy of Newark, N. J. Thechair 
was taken by Mr. Wm. Scott, president 
of the Winnipeg Labor party, who in- 
troduced the speaker. Mr. Pomeroy 
held the undivided attention of his au- 
ditors, telling in a discursive way of 
the incongruities of law making in the 
various states of the American union, 
resulting from the cumbersome and an- 
tiquated system of government. With 
this he drew the comparison of the 
Swiss republic where the referendum 
is and has been in successful operation. 
In Switzerland the initiative is an in- 
stitution by which a certain per cent- 
age of the voters can initiate or propose 
laws It gives the people the powsr to 
compel the legislature to put in forms 
all such laws as they may initiate or 
demand bya preliminary vote. The. 
referendum is an institution by which 
all proposed laws are referred to the 
people for final acceptance or rejection 
and affords every citizen the opportu-

nity at the ballot box. to register a 


‘*yes’’ or ‘‘no’’ on every important law 
by which he is to be governed, and’ the 
system is ‘called ‘‘direct legislation.’’ 
The lecturer also explained that there 
Was 10 money in the movement for 
anyone. There were no fat offices; it 
meant simply to give the peop’e the 
power they ought to have.

Working in the Mine 
at the Time. 


Halifax, June 18.—An exvlosion at 
4 o'clock this morning in the Caledon- 
ia mine near Glace Bay, U. B. Over 
forty men were at work at the time 
and it is believed that nearly all have 
perished. Twelve dead bodies have al- 
ready been recovered and every effort 
is being made to get at the others who 
yere in the colliery when the explosion 
happened. The disaster was caused by 
ap accumulation of gas in an old work- 
ing. A numberof men, belonging to 
the night ahift, left the pit only a few 
minutes before the disaster. An ac- 
count of the disaster received from 
Sydney, C.B., states that it is supposed 
that fifty-five or sixty were in the pit 
when the explosion, which was caused 
by fire damp, came.and that of this 
number thirty escaped by the slope, the 
remuinder being killed. he number 
of bodies recovered now number four- 
teen. Somecf the dead are: Thos. 
Johnston, brother of John Jobnston, 
manager of the Dominion Coal Co. ; 
Neil McDonald, Pictou; John Doyie, 
Jr., John Doyle, father and son, 
Stephen McCormick, Sydney, miner, 
Alex. Mcdonald, Capt. North, Donald 
Martin, William Simpson, Malcolm 
Macaulay, two men vamed Gillies, 
father and son. The fire is reported to 
be now raging in the mine. 

The Caledonian mine is the largest 
of the commissions owned by the Do- 
minion Coal company, of which W. H. 
Whitney is the head, and had the most 
**modern’ machinery of any of the col- 
lieries in America. The scenes at the 
mouth of the pit. where the bodies 
were being brought up were heartrend- 
ing in the extreme. 

A slight explosion occurred sbout 
8.30 this morning. Manager Brown 
and undcrground Manager Thomas 
Jobnstoz went down to investigate. 
About an hour later aterr:ble explo- 
sion took place. Johnston was among 
the killed and Brown was brouzht up 
unconscious and his life is in a precar- 
ious condition. 

Only one of the bodies recovered thus 
far show much disfigurement, death 
having been caused soleiy by fire 
damper. Another explosion is immi- 
nent and may occur at any moment. 
But this has not deterred one hundred 
volunteers from goiog into the mine to 
fight the fire now raging, and to get 
the bodies of their late comrades. 
Those brave men are led by some of 
the chief officials of the collieries. 
About half a mile ot the mine is on 
fire, but it is thought the flames will 
be extinguished. 

Stettin, Germany, June 18:—A_ter- 
rible disaster has occurred on the River 
Oder, at the village of Zeullchew. The 
passenger steamer Blacher has been 
run into and sunk. Thirty persons are 
reported to have been Crowned and ten 
were saved.

Results of the Blyth Farmers’ Institute

Brandon, June 18.—Blyth Farmers” 
Institute plowing match took place 
Friday. There were 52 entries and an 
immense crowd of spectators. The 
principal prize winners were : Four- 
teen inch walking plow, Jas. Suther- 
land; sixteen inch, H. T. Elden; under 
twenty-one, fourteen inch, T. Ferry. 
Roys’, B. Elaer; fourteen inch gang, 
J. M. Ross; twelve inch sulky, E. 
Johnston. 

Professor Otto, of Minnesota ; Profes- 
sor Fletcher, of Ottawa, and Hugh Mc- 
Kellar are here, returning from ai in- 
vestigation of the locust pest near Del- 
oraine. They found the farmers anx- 
ious and willing to take all possible 
precautions. Parasites are making 
great havoc among the young insects, 
and materially assisting the farmers to 
overcome the pest.

Correspondence Solicited. 


THE MARKETS. 


Wheat pricea have shown consider- 
able improvement during the past 
week. The conditions surrounding the 
market have not changed except that 
the news from Russia and Roumanla is 
moch worse than heretofore and all of 
the crops of these countries wil] show a 
very considerable reduction as com- 
pared with last year. The winter 
wheat crop of the United States is now 
being harvested and the yieid is turn- 
ing out about as expected. The gov- 
ernments figare sindicate a total cro> of 
winter and spring wheat of about 180,- 
000,000 bus. less than that of last year 
and as this estimate is based upon very 
promising spring wheat conditions, it 
is, of course, liable to be cut down 
considerably should anything occur to 
injure the prospect. Prices do not look 
high in view of the moderate crop pro- 
mise and any change should be in the 
direction of better values. The follow- 
ing review of the foreign crop situa- 
tion, issued today at Washington, is as 
complete and reliable as any that can 
be obtained: The worlds crop is esti- 
mated by some authorities at 2,504,000- 
000 bus. as against 2,748,000,000 bus. 
in 1898, w reduction of 244,000,000 
bus. Other estimates place th short- 
age at 352,000,000 bus. The Russian 
crop cannot be a good one and may not 
exceed that of 1897 which was only 
255,000,000 bus. Germany has had 
imprved weather of late. Australia 
promises an average wheat crop with 
rye and oats short. The Hungarian 
prospect is for 140,000,000 bus., com 
pared with 124,000,000 bus. in 1898. 
Severe drought has _ prevailed in 
Roumania and the wheat crop does not 
promise over thirty perent of an aver- 
age. Keports from Bulgaria are not 
good, Italy sends favorable reports, 
Spains are improved, although the 
crop will not be as_ large as last yars. 
The French area is about the same as 
in 1898, but the condition is 5 per 
cent lower, promising a crop 20,000,000 
bus. less than last year. The India 
crop is considerably smaller than in 
1898. The outlook in Australia is very 
favorable.

HOT TIME IN CLEVELAND. 


Stones, Bricks, Bottles and Rotten Eggs 
Thrown Into Cars. 

Cleveland, O., June 18.—At the 
noon hour, when the big factories let 
out their men, trouble was experienced 
all over the city. The police had been 
drawn into the outskirts of the town 
and the rioters, seeing this, gathered 
in force in the down town streets. At 
the corner of Wood and St. Clair streets 
several hundred factory laborers tom- 
barded the passing cars with stones, 
bottles and other missiles from the 
shop windows. A crowd of 2,000 peo- 
ple blocked the cars at Superior street 
and Bank street, having full possession 
of the field and stoning cars at their 
will. Only two arrests were made 
Shortly after noon two large stones 
thrown from a roof crushed down 
through a Wade Park caron Perkins 
avenue, narrowly missing the motor 
man. A crowd of one thousand people 
here was soon dispersed, but another 
one was immedately formed at Case 
and Perkins avenues. The track was 
blocked here and the crowd, largely 
composed of women and children, vig 
orously stoned the passing cars. At 
Scranton and Clark avenues a brick 
thrown from the crcwd, injared a 
policeman and a sharp melee followed 
At Hogan avenue a crowd of :200 peo- 
ple was encountered. A motor man 
was hit with a paving stone and volley 
after volley of stones and eggs was sent 
into thecar. Oueof the conductor 
fainted during the excitement and the 
police were rather roughly hand! 
Police re-inforcements finally arrived 
and drove the mob back. Two strik 
ers, John Murphy and J Crax. were 
arrested. The first attempt to open the 
south side line failed, the rioters being 
too strong and the police foree not 
available.

Making a Dictionary. 

Nearly every one bas had the bright 
idea that it must be a tremendous 
amount of work to get up a dictionary, 
but few have any notion of the real 
size of the task. When Jobngon got his 
famous dictionary started, he calculated 
that. with six assistants, he could com- 
plete the task in three years. It took 
him nine years instead. He received the 
small recompense of $7,500, and had to 
pay his assistants out of that. 

Webster worked 24 years before his 
dictionary made its bow to the world. 
Webster was very punctilions in bis 
definitions. and so painstaking that it 
wus a wonder he completed the work 
when he did. 

The words which give the compiler 
of a dictionary the most trouble are the 
little one syllable Saxon words. Their 
history extends back into the Saxon 
period, and their meaning has become 
twisted in many directions. Words with 
pedigrees are the hardest to trace. 

When a new dictionary is projected, 
one ian is selected as editor in chief, 
und he appoints his subeditors. Then 
uppeals are sent ont to literary people 
in general for voluntary contributions 
in the nature of rare and curious words. 
There are over 1,000 people who have 
offered their services in the case of a 
dictionary now making. They are to 
read standard works, ancient and mod- 
ern, in the search for curious words, 
their origin and meaning. These words, 
Written cn slips of paper. are filed in 
thousands of pigeonholes. Over six tons 
of clips have been put away. This 
meuns 6,000,000 words, but only 
1,000,000 will be printed The amount 
of work necessary to properly sort these 
is evident 


Testing a Diamond. 

“When in doubt as to the genuine- 
ness of a diamond,’ said a leading 
dealer in precious stores to the writer 
recently. **there is only ona really re- 
liable way by which the expert or the

made with emery paper or on an emery 
wheel, neither of which, although hard- 
er than a grindstone, will make any im- 
pression upon a genuine diamond.

The paste article is now | 
made with such care that it sometimes 


tests the ekill of the expert to distin-
